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DETAILED ACTION 
Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 4/14/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US 
Patent 6,684,219 and application 09/448765 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

2. Claims 18-24 are pending in this application. Upon completion of allowance 
procedure, claims 18-24 and renumbered as claims 1-7 will be allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• in response to the examiner telephone interview with Mr. Thomas D. Robbins, 
attorney, the terminal disclaimer is filed on April 14, 2005 to overcome the double 
patenting with US Patent 6,684,219. 

• The prior art of record fails to teach the method for building and maintaining an 
object-oriented database from a vector product format (VPF) database and its 
limitations "instantiating objects of the object-oriented database, using VPF 
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database; and exporting contents of the updated object-oriented database to the 
VPF database". These limitations are in independent claims 18 and 19. 
• In contrast, Greer (US Statutory Invention Registration H 1,878) teaches a 
method for reformatting data to Vector Product Format (VPF) from Electronic 
Chart Display and Information System whereas Chung et al. ("Object-Oriented 
Database Exploitation Within the GGIS Data Warehouse" published by Naval 
Research Laboratory) teaches producing object-oriented database capable of 
importing multiple VPF databases to update data to relational format. 
4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
